The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: After careful 
consideration of the Applicant's remarks the Examiner has found the independent claims are 
allowable. There is no evidence in the prior art of having an intervertebral implant comprising a 
tubular body having opposite ends, a pair of endplate assemblies attached to each of the opposite 
ends of the body, each of the endplate assemblies having an end surface and a tubular portion 
defining a bore therethrough extending through the end surface and a basket comprising a tubular 
wall bounded by a base having a bottom surface, the wall and base defining a cavity and the 
basket is capable of being disposed within at least one of the bores. 
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The' new limitations entered in claim 24, "having a bottom surface" has been entered in 
order to distinguish the Applicant's invention with respect to the bottom less surface of element 
42 of the Schafer et al reference US Pub. 2004/0172129 Al. The new limitations have support 
in the drawings, see Figs. 6a-7b.
